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SUPPLIES FOR THE 


UNITED KINGDOM 


HE Chancellor of the Exchequer said in his Budget speech that 

1948 was “‘ a year of great achievement for the British people.” 

One indispensable contribution to this result was the maintain- 
ing of the supply of imported raw materials on which Britain’s 
industrial production so largely depends. The cost (excluding 
freight) of raw material imports in 1948 was £622 million (of which 
£139 million was spent in the dollar area), compared with £517 
million in 1947, although taking into account an average rise of about 
20 per cent. in raw material prices, the volume was little altered. 
Since, however, 1947 imports permitted appreciable stock-building, 
it was possible for consumption in 1948 to rise substantially without 
serious effect upon overall stock levels at the end of the year. 


Marshall Aid 


It should be stressed that without Marshall Aid, which in nine 
months of operation in 1948 financed £66 million of the year’s dollar 
raw material imports of £139 million, there would have been a lower 
intake of many of the more important raw materials, with conse- 
quences which cannot be precisely calculated but which would 
certainly have made Britain’s progress towards economic recovery a 
slow and arduous task. Economy had still to be practised and the 
consumption of such materials as timber and paper restricted. Also 
there were black spots on the availability side, particularly of jute and 
lead. Nevertheless, significant raw material shortages were the 
exception, not the rule, and the output of manufactures rose with 
happy effect on export figures and some improvement in the avail- 
ability of goods for the domestic consumer. 

Looking ahead, certain further alleviations can be seen, but not on 
a scale to make the problem essentially different from that which 
faced us in 1948. So long as aid lasts, dollars must remain hard and 
must be used sparingly. It is to non-dollar sources that we must 
look for materials to permit continued relaxation measures and even 
amongst these, there are currency problems with some countries. 
Here and there, physical availability will continue as the most 
important factor ; generally, however, this aspect is not expected to 


be serious, although reference will be made to certain exceptions in 
the comments below. 


Prices and Production 


It has long been cust mary to refer to shortages and surpluses as 
absolutes and this manner of speaking had justification so long as the 
Government retained a wide area of control over internal consump- 
tion generally and a sellers’ market existed abroad. A gradual change 
has been taking place for many months past, but with the discon- 
tinuance of clothes rationing and a growing field of relaxation else- 
where, the influence of price upon production for the home market 
has recently increased enormously. Added to the threat to exports 
inherent in high prices, such conditions may bring about changes in 
raw materia] consumption, difficult to foresee at present. Neverthe- 
less, the view is held that the estimates of production and consump- 
tion included in the published 1949~*nd long-term surveys are 
realistic and attainable bearing these factors in mind. As to the 
trend of raw material prices themselves, any generalization may be 
premature ; the most that can be said is that there is a weaker 
tendency in many directions, although it is too early to say how 
widely this will spread and how long it is likely to continue. 


Steel Output 


In 1948, the steel industry achieved an all-time record with a home 
output of 14-88 million ingot tons. The indications for 1949 are, 
however, that demand, both for home investment and for the export 
programme, will in general continue to exercise a strong pressure on 
supplies. The extent to which production can be increased still 
further will depend very largely upon the success achieved in over- 
coming difficulties in obtaining supplies of raw materials, e.g., coke, 
rich iron ore and scrap. The steps already taken should ensure that 
sufficient supplies of coke are available in 1949, but continued efforts 
will be necessary if shortages are to be avoided in later years. As 
regards rich iron ore, we are dependent upon imports. There is 
likely to be a continuing shortage during the next year or two, but 
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thereafter plans for the expansion of production in Europe should 
yielding additional and adequate supplies. During the co; be 
months there will still be a need for the largest possible import of 
from Germany. Whatever increase in general steel Production ; 
attained in 1949, it is clear that certain types of steel (e.g., sheet 8 4 
tinplate) will remain in particularly short supply due to limited 
finishing capacity. 


Non-ferrous Metals 


Among non-ferrous metals, lead is in a special position because of 
the general shortage of supplies. A rationing scheme at Present 
restricts United Kingdom consumption to about one-half of pre-war 
levels. More lead should become available over the next few years 
as expansion projects take effect, but there is no prospect yet of supplies 
up to pre-war standards. 


The bulk of United Kingdom supplies of primary aluminium con. 
tinues to come from Canada, the largest exporter of primary aluminium, 
Metal produced here is manufactured from bauxite imported mainly 
from the Gold Coast, although French and British Guiana bauxites are 
alsoused. Owing to production difficulties in Canada and the increas. 
ing call upon this source of supply, United Kingdom requirements are 
not at present being fully met. It is expected, however, that a small 
tonnage will be available from Norway during 1949, although 
insufficient to meet the deficiency caused by the shortfall from Canada, 
In addition to primary metal, the United Kingdom depends to the 
extent of about 25 per cent. of consumption on secondary aluminium 
recovered mainly from aircraft scrap, but the rapid exhaustion of this 
source of supply will soon result in increased demands for virgin 
metal. Economic production of aluminium requires a source of cheap 
electric power and the various possibilities of cheap hydro-electric 
power within the Commonwealth Sterling Area combined with the 
other requirements for aluminium production, e.g., raw materials and 
labour, are being examined. 


Tin supplies should present no problem—adequate ore is available 
from Nigeria and Bolivia. Copper and zinc availabilities are rather 
less assured ; as with aluminium, the extent to which imports have to 
come from hard currency countries is a potential source of trouble, 
although several schemes have been undertaken in the sterling 
Commonwealth to increase the output of metals and these should be 
showing results within the next few years. 


Timber and Textiles 


Currency is the limiting factor in the case of timber. Home felling 
is being restricted for conservation reasons and although supplies are 
being obtained in increasing quantity from Europe, about 25 per cent. 
(by value) of all imports of timber must currently come from the 
Americas. Hardwood is in a rather better position than softwood and 
a moderate increase in usage is envisaged ; for softwood, there is no 
prospect of any appreciable change in allocation levels, low as these 
are in relation to pre-war. 


Considered overall, there should be no shortage of raw cotton in the 
immediate future—world crop estimates for 1948/9 are in balance with 
consumption. But the general pressure to buy non-dollar supplies has 
tended to create an abundance of United States growths and a scarcity 
of comparable types elsewhere with the result that prices of the latter 
are standing at a substantial premium—dquality for quality—over the 
former. A further consequence has been the embargo placed on 
exports of spinnable cotton by India in order to conserve supplies for 
her domestic industry and the quota rationing of exports by Pakistan. 
Spinners may, therefore, find difficulty in getting the kinds they require 
and are accustomed to—a difficulty not eased by the necessity (shared 
by other participating countries) of taking a fixed percentage of United 
States cotton in low grades outside the range normally used by the 
industry. 


The cautious attitude adopted by raw wool buyers in the second half 
of 1948 on account of high prices appears to have given way in the face 
of the need for supplies. With prices showing little signs of prolonged 
recession, the outlook is not very clear. Gross consumption will not 
necessarily be affected as a world shortage can hardly yet be said to 
exist, but the high differential between the prices of merino and cross 
bred seems likely to lead to some further switch-over to lower grades. 
No early easement of the jute situation is in prospect. While it 
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‘cht be possible to obtain rather more Indian goods this year than 
- the availability of raw jute for Dundee appears likely to continue 

tricted. So far as imported flax is concerned, ‘supplies from 
Qt tries other than Belgium can be bought on the basis of first come, 
_ served. From Belgium, by far the largest and most important 
source of supply at present, it is necessary for currency reasons to limit 
the amount of flax which any one spinner can purchase. 


Paper, Board and Leather Materials 


The improved supply of woodpulp now available from Scandinavia 
and Finland is permitting increased paper and board production. 
Taking into account the imports of paper and board as such, quantities 
available to domestic consumers are much above 1948 consumption 
rates and the first fruits have already been passed on in the relaxations 
on distribution and use recently announced. Any extension of this 
process depends not only on maintaining salvage collection in this 
country and on the overseas availability of paper-making materials but 
also on the currency position with the individual countries of origin. 


Trading conditions in leather materials are not easy. The physical 
supply of most types of hides, skins and tanning materials is probably 
more or less in balance with world demand, but purchasing difficulties 
invariably arise from time to time, whether by limitation on export 
from one or other of the supplying countries, or by transport and other 
difficulties in India, or by high prices following strong competition in 
particular markets. It is not expected that coming months will show 
much change in this respect. Apart from such fluctuations, which 
may lead to temporary shortages, e.g., of upper leather derived from 
Indian tanned kips, supplies of leather as a whole should be well 
maintained and support gross consumption not below the levels now 
ruling. ‘The negotiations on hand with the Argentine will throw more 
light on this question and also, perhaps, on prospects of improving the 
quality of heavy leather. This problem has been accentuated by the 
falling home output of hides and there seems little hope of any relief 
in this direction for some time to come. 


Other Materials 


Potash and nitrogen are still the most difficult items among fertilizers, 
but it is hoped not to be far short of the Ministry of Agriculture’s 
target despite the virtual cessation of potash exports from Palestine. 
Alcohol and solvents should be adequately available and, indeed, the 
supply of chemicals generally is regarded as satisfactory with rising 
home output making dependence upon imports less acute than it has 
been in the past, although there has also been some falling off of 
demand, particularly in plastics. The troubled state of China has 
recently affected availabilities of bristles and the situation is being 
watched in case conservation measures become necessary. Asbestos 
is another case where supplies are short ; a slight increase in imports 
is hoped for but nothing on a big scale unless Russian supplies come 
on the market again. For the majority of other raw materials, how- 
ever, a reasonably adequate balance would appear to exist between 
requirements and supply. 


Gold and Dollar Deficit for 
Sterling Area 


JURING the first quarter of 1949 the net gold and dollar deficit 

of the sterling area, before taking into account the amounts 
received under the European Recovery Programme, amounted to £82 
million compared with £93 million in the fourth quarter of 1948 and 
£76 million in the third quarter, states the Economic Information 
Unit of the Treasury. Of this deficit of £82 million, £8 million was 
covered by drawings by India on the International Monetary Fund 
and £7 million by United Kingdom drawings on the Canadian 
Credit, leaving £67 million to be met from the reserves or from 
E.R.P. assistance. 












Reimbursements made during the first quarter by the Economic 
Co-operation Administration of the United States in respect of 
expenditure incurred in the first quarter of this year and earlier, and 
other forms of assistance under the European Recovery Programme, 
amounted to £81 million. As a result our holdings of gold and 
dollars, which amounted to £552 million at March 31, 1948 and £457 
million at the end of December 1948, increased to £471 million at 
the end of March this year. 
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Toy Industry’s Contribution to 


Britain’s Trade 


PRODUCTION and exports of the British toy industry were dealt 

with by the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 
at the annual luncheon of the British Toy Manufacturers’ Association 
in London on Thursday, April 7. 

The President said the most important event in the history of the 
industry since last year’s annual meeting of the association was the 
abolition of the Limitation of Supplies Order on August 1. At the 
time the manufacturers gave the Board of Trade an assurance that the 
removal of restrictions on home market supplies would not mean a loss 
of exports, and they were to be congratulated on having fully imple- 
mented this undertaking. During the autumn exports reached a 
higher level than at any time since the end of the war. 

The industry was producing at the rate of £16-17,000,000 per 
annum, and exporting just under 20 per cent. of total output. It had 
to be remembered that there were severe import restrictions in many 
overseas markets. Exports in 1948 were £3} million, over seven times 
the 1938 value. This was an increase of over £300,000 on 1947, in 
spite of the fact that between the beginning of 1947 and the end of 
1948 there was a very marked change-over from a seller’s to a buyer’s 
market. 

The end-1948 export target was £500,000 a month, a figure reached 
in one single month, October. The average monthly figure in 1948 
was £272,000. In view of all the difficulties, however, the claim made 
in the association’s annual report referring to the export drive, that 
“the British toy industry has played a notable part in that national 
endeavour ”’ and that “‘ much credit is due to both management and 
workers for the gratifying increase in our industry’s export trade last 
year ’’ could be fully endorsed. 

For end-1949 a more realistic target had been set—£350,000 a 
month. The President felt sure that the industry would do its best 
to reach it and even go beyond it. 


Distribution of Exports 


Of the toy industry’s exports in 1948, over a quarter in value went 

to the main dollar markets as follows :— 

Canada, £413,000—12 per cent. of the whole. 

United States, £210,000—46 per cent. of the whole, and nearly 4 times 
the 1947 figure. 

Argentina, £216,163—6 per cent. of the whole. 

There was no need, especially after the Budget speech, to stress the 
importance of dollar markets. The toy manufacturers realized the 
importance of the Canadian and the United States markets. Manu- 
facturers were aware, too, of the importance of attractive packing for 
these markets, and were, in the main, doing their best with the 
materials available. 

Dealing with the raw materials situation, the President said the most 
important materials used by the industry were steel, tinplate and lead. 
Manufacturers were getting all that they needed for export, but the 
home trade allocation was, regrettably but inevitably, small in relation 
to requirements. Aluminium was, to a considerable extent, a possible 
substitute for steel, but it was very much more expensive. 


Toy manufacturers were, in the main, getting the textiles they 
needed for export, but were finding it impossible to get enough for the 
home market. Paper and board were now free from control. There 
had so far been no complaints that toy manufacturers could not get 
what they wanted. Hardwood was now free from control, but it was 
too soon to know whether requirements were being met in full. Soft- 
wood and plywood remained subject to allocation and, as with other 
controlled materials, while export demand could be satisfied no one 
got as much as he wanted for the home market. Except for steel the 
industry was, generally speaking, a good deal better off than a year ago. 

On the whole the emphasis was on better value for money than on 
lower prices. ‘The main exporting firms had had to cut export prices 
in order to be competitive, and could not afford substantial reductions 
on the home market. 

Reports on Christmas shopping showed that the customer was out 
for value more than at any time since before the war ; and that in 
general the far greater variety of goods, together with increased 
competition, enabled him to get it. Nearly everywhere there were 
enough dolls’ prams, pedal cars, etc., in the £5-£10 range, and even 
up to £20, to satisfy the surprisingly heavy demand. But the goods 
had to be worth the money. There was also a much better supply of 
good toys in the medium and lower priced range.

National Film Finance Corporation 


THE Board of Trade have made the National Film Finance Corpora- 

tion Regulations, 1949*, which deal with the appointment of the 
members of the National Film Finance Corporation, and their tenure 
and vacation of office ; with the execution of instruments and the 
mode of entering into contracts by or on behalf of the Corporation ; 
and with the proof of documents purporting to be executed, issued or 
signed by the Corporation or any member or officer thereof. 

As members of the Corporation (which has been set up with effect 
from April 11) the President of the Board of Trade has appointed :— 

Lord Reith (chairman). 

Mr. J. H. Lawrie (managing director). 
Mr. S. J. Pears. 

Mr. C. H. Scott. 

Mr. R. J. Stopford. 

With the exception of the chairman all the members have been 
serving as directors of the interim company, the National Film 
Company Ltd., whose functions the Corporation takes over. 

The Board of Trade have authorized the Corporation, where they 
see fit, to make loans not only to film distributors but also to film 
producing companies provided that the company concerned is 
organized to carry out a programme of production of cinematograph 
films and equipped with the necessary experience in a relevant type of 
production, and provided that the amount of private investment 
ranking behind any money lent by the Corporation, or ranking pari 
passu, is considered by the Corporation to be adequate. 

In making loans the Corporation—as already announced—will not 
only impose such particular terms and conditions as they may think 
applicable to each company, but will also require to be satisfied on such 
general points as arrangements for distribution of the films and 
deferment of certain payments, e.g. producer’s remuneration, until 
other costs have been recovered.

Coloured Non-Utility Blankets 


THE Board of Trade have issued an Order* which removes the 
restriction on the manufacture and (except in the case of blankets 
which are required to be supplied by or for export) the supply of 
blankets from woven cloth of wool or animal fibre. 

As from April 22 manufacturers may make and supply non-Utility 
blankets with headings or in pastel shades. Manufacturers are, how- 
ever, reminded that there is no change in the position with regard to 
the manufacture of Utility blankets and they still have to obtain 
Directions from the Board to apply the Utility and price control 
(N.P.C.) marks to any blanket. The specifications of these blankets 
remain unchanged and they will not, therefore, be made in pastel 
shades or with headings. 

The same Order also amends the description of Utility cloth of the 
specification number 227B by omitting the word “‘ Scottish ’’? which 
means that the specification now covers cloths produced in other parts 
of the country.

Prices of Mechanical Lighters 


THE Board of Trade have made the Miscellaneous Goods (Maximum 
Prices) (Amendment) (No. 4) Order, 1949*, which came into 
operation on April 7. 

As a consequence the prices of all types of mechanical lighters for 
domestic and personal use are now controlled by the Miscellaneous 
Goods (Maximum Prices) Order and manufacturers are permitted 
to adjust their selling prices to take account of the increased rates 
of excise duty announced by the Chancellor in his Budget statement.

Currency Regulations for 


Travellers 


(CURRENCY regulations issued by the Treasury for travellen 
entering and leaving the United Kingdom : 

Travellers entering the United Kingdom may bring in 

Not more than £5 in sterling notes. 

Travellers’ cheques, letters of credit, etc., in any currency and tp 
any amount. 

Notes in currencies other than sterling without limit. Tourisy 
and other temporary visitors should, however, make sure thy 
the amounts of such notes are correctly stamped in their pass. 
ports by the Immigration Officer at the place of entry into th 
United Kingdom ; otherwise they will experience difficulty 
should they wish to take the notes with them when leaving the 
United Kingdom. 

Travellers leaving the United Kingdom may take out 

Not more than £5 in sterling notes, and/or 

The equivalent of £10 in notes in currencies other than sterling 
but tourists and other temporary visitors may take out of the 
United Kingdom notes up to the amount stamped in their 
passports by the Immigration Officer when they arrived in 
the United Kingdom. 

With these exceptions no notes in currencies other than sterling 
may be taken out of the United Kingdom unless the traveller 
produces a Certificate ‘‘ C’’ to the Immigration Officer at the 
place of exit from the United Kingdom ; to obtain this 
certificate travellers should apply to a bank or travel agent in 
the United Kingdom. 

If travellers who are about to leave the United Kingdom have excess 
amounts of currency or are in any doubt as to the amounts they will 
be allowed to take with them they are advised to consult a bank. For 
instance, if a traveller from overseas has more than £5 in sterling notes f 
as a result of encashing too many of his travellers’ cheques or letters of 
credit, the bank will exchange up to £20 into travellers’ cheques, etc, 
available in the travellers’ country of permanent residence. Banks 
may also be able to help visitors from overseas who have more than 
£10 in notes in currencies other than sterling which they brought into 
the United Kingdom but which may not have been stamped in their 
passports when they arrived. 

In their own interests travellers should make sure that they do not 
arrive at the place of entry or departure with excess currency since the 
excess cannot be deposited with Customs or Immigration Officers, but 
will be taken from the traveller and is not likely to be returned. Above 
all, travellers should take particular care to state exactly the amounts 
of currency in their possession ; a false declaration is a most seriou 
offence which may lead to heavy penalties. 

The above regulations do not apply to travellers journeying only 
between the United Kingdom and the Channel Islands, the Isle of 
Man or Eire. 

Sterling notes may not be sent through the post into or out of the 
United Kingdom. 

Notes in currencies other than sterling may not be posted out of the 
United Kingdom unless permission has been obtained through a bani 
in the United Kingdom.

Specimen Forms for Census of 


Distribution 1950 


THE Board of Trade have been authorized to take a census of the 
distributive and other service trades in 1951 in respect of trade 
in the calendar year 1950. In those cases where it would be incon- 
venient to a trader to make a return for the calendar year 1950 because 
his business year ends on some other date than December 31, 1950, 
he may complete a return for his business year ending between 


April 5, 1950 and April 6, 1951. 


This means that a number of traders may find it convenient to base 
their returns on a business year beginning some time during the 
year 1949 from April onwards. In order to assist these traders, the 
Board of Trade are making specimen copies of the Census forms 
available in advance to indicate the kind of information that will be 


required. 


Any trader whose business year for the purpose of the Census 
begins during 1949 may therefore obtain a specimen Census form 
by writing to the Board of Trade, Census of Distribution Office, 
Romney House, Tufton Street, London, S.W.1, giving brief particu- 
lars of his business, i.e. catering (except residential establishments 
and public-houses), motor trade, pawnbroking, stallholder or street 
trader, boot and shoe repairer, hairdresser, photographer or under- 
taker, retail shop or wholesaler, in the last two stating also the kind 
of trade, for example, grocery, ironmongery, drapery. The number 
of branches at which the business is carried on and the date on which 


the business year ends should also be given. 


Traders whose business year for the purpose of the Census does 
not begin before January 1, 1950 will be able to obtain specimen 
forms in the autumn of this year. This will enable a trader whose 
business year for census purposes will end on December 31, 1950,

Ministry of Supply Clothing Depot 
Closing 


HE sale at the Duke of Cornwall Hotel, Plymouth, from 
April 26-29, of surplus wartime clothing and textiles ends the 
Ministry of Supply’s disposal of clothing. 


During the auction sale tens of thousands of articles and 500 tons 
of worn clothing will be offered which have been made up into small, 
medium and large-sized parcels to afford both small men and large 
traders equal opportunities of buying. 


Among the clothing will be 25,000 shirts, 50,000 pants and vests, 
and quantities of shorts, jerkins, gloves, hats, hose, jerseys and 
knit-wear. Other lots will include 150,000 wadded quilts, and 
75,000 blankets, towels and mattresses. The lots can be seen at 
Camelford, North Cornwall, until April 25. 


Since the war the Ministry of Supply has disposed of surplus 
clothing, textile goods and textile piece-goods in enormous quantities 
from some 60 disposal depots throughout the country. 


Surplus sales of all kinds have realised more than £638,000,000 
since March, 1946. Clothing and textiles disposals are valued at 
over £55,000,000. 


Through the sales, quantities of clothing and textiles have reached 
industry and the public, while thousands of tons of worn-out goods 
have gone to the mills, to be made into paper or re-manufactured for 
clothing purposes, representing a substantial financial benefit to 
industry, and an appreciable saving of dollar imports of raw materials. 


As they have been closed down, the depots have been acquired by 
industry for normal peacetime activities. The depot at Camelford, 
North Cornwall is the last clothing depot to close down.

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This Year’s B.I.F. Should Break All Records 


T is expected that the twenty-eighth British Industries Fair, which 

opens on May 2, will attract at least three times the pre-war attend- 
ance of trade buyers from the United States—a record number for 
any trade event held in Britain. 

In addition to reports of increased interest from British Embassies 
and Consulates throughout the world, advance publicity for the Fair 
is bringing to the Board of Trade an overseas mail of more than a 
thousand letters weekly. From the first five thousand of these, many 
of which were addressed to “ B.I.F., England,” it is apparent that 
during the first two weeks of May trade buyers will land in Britain 
from nearly every country in the world, and in numbers exceeding a 
thousand daily. 

Hundreds of buyers have already started their journey, but among 
the distant countries a notable exception to the larger contingents may 
be from South Africa, where B.I.F. enquiries are down by forty per 
cent. Both Australia and India promise record attendance, and more 
visitors from South America will include a large increase from the 
Argentine. In the Middle East interest is hesitant, showing a slight 
increase in Iraq, but smaller response from Iran and Egypt. If 
interest in the European countries is maintained during April, Sweden, 
Holland, Belgium, France and Switzerland may send a thousand 
buyers each. Meanwhile at B.I.F. personal contact is assured with 
representatives from 103 territories. For the first time new visitors

lbs. was 23 per cent. higher than in January. Single cotton yarn 
increased by the same proportion, while cotton waste yarns rose by 
2 per cent. and other single yarn by 4 per cent. The total output of 
doubled cotton yarn was very slightly higher than in the previous 
period, that of the lower counts being down by 14 per cent., while the 
over 26’s rose by 3 per cent. 


In the weaving section the average weekly output of cloth at a total 
of 51:1 million linear yards rose by 4 per cent., the increases in both 
cotton and rayon cloths being in the same proportion. 


Compared with February 1948, single yarn increased by 5 per cent., 
of which single cotton yarn rose by 4 per cent., waste cotton yarn by 
7 per cent. and other yarn by as much as 16 per cent. ; doubled cotton 
yarn hardly changed. Cloth output rose by as much as 9 per cent., the 
increase in cotton cloth being slightly less at 8 per cent. and in 
rayon cloth as much as 14 per cent. 


Machine activity at the end of February did not altogether reflect 
the fall in the number of employees at work except in the doubling 
section where there were approximately 15,000 fewer doubling spindles 
running but, even so, 20,000 more than a year earlier. In single 
spinning the mule equivalent of spindles running were 100,000 more 
than at the end of January and 2 million more than a year ago. Looms 
running were 4,000 more at the end of February than a month earlier 
and 23,000 more than a year earlier. 


The numbers at work in the spinning section of the industry at the 
end of February were 1,700 fewer than a month earlier, of which 
1,200 were from single spinning. Of those engaged in spinning single 
cotton yarn and spun rayon yarn the percentage of the numbers on the 
spinners’ books actually at work had fallen from 91-7 at the end of 
January to 90-5. In the weaving section the numbers at work had 
fallen by 500. Compared with a year earlier there were over 5,000 
more at work on single spinning and 500 more on doubling ; the 
increase in weaving was 7,500. 


Cotton Yarn Production in March 


Production of single yarn of all types during the week ended 
March 26, 1949, was 19-32 million lbs. ‘This compared with 19-10 
million Ibs. for the previous week and 18-91 million Ibs. for the week 
ending March 12—which owing to sick absence was the lowest weekly 
output since the week ending January 8. Sickness had caused output 
to decline week by week since the week ending January 29, when it 
Was as high as 19-52 million Ibs. With a rise in the numbers at work 
first shown in the week ended March 19, recovery in output had begun. 


Total Production of single yarn in the 12 weeks ended March 26 
Was 229-65 million Ibs. The target for the year is 1,040 million lbs. 


will include a buyer from Reunion Island, Bolivia, the Dominican 
Republic, and two from Haiti. 

The Fair will open without ceremony but on the first day the 
President of the Board of Trade will preside at a banquet, at the 
Mansion House, by permission of the Lord Mayor of London. 
Guests will include the Diplomatic Corps and overseas visitors to 
the Fair. 

Although the total area of exhibits has again expanded, this year, to 
nearly one million square feet—hundreds of applicants for space were 
unsuccessful because larger floor areas have been allotted to certain 
industries only. 

By the end of the first week in April construction of 2,300 exhibitors’ 
stands will be in full progress at Earls Court, Olympia, and Castle 
Bromwich. Of these, 1,161 will represent a record display in Bir- 
mingham, where the heavier industries will occupy 413,000 square 
feet of stand space. 

Numbers of exhibitors in the lighter industries in London are below 
the record of 1947, but 26 per cent. above pre-war Fairs. At Olympia 
1,302 manufacturers will occupy 300,000 square feet in twelve trade 
groups, at Earls Court 738 exhibitors, in nine groups, will cover 
250,000 square feet, including representative displays by eighteen 
Commonwealth Governments.

Revised Utility Furniture Scheme and Remaining Controls 


An up-to-date outline of the Utility furniture scheme following recent changes and details of the other remaining controls over furniture are given below 


LICENCE is not required to make any kind of furniture, but a 
manufacturer needs a licence before he may apply the Utility mark 
to his goods. (Only furniture correctly marked by the licence-holder 
is Utility furniture and free from purchase tax.) Licences to apply the 
Utility mark place their holders under two main obligations : first, to 
mark only furniture made in accordance with the ‘‘ General Specifica- 
tion for Utility Furniture ’’ ; secondly, to sell within the maximum 
prices laid down for broad types and sizes of articles in Schedule UF 
to the Furniture (Maximum Prices and Charges) Order, 1948 (S.I. 
1948 No. 2624, as amended by S.I. 1949 No. 483). Any furniture 
marked with the Utility mark must also be marked with the manufac- 
turer’s identification number and the correct type symbol for the 
article concerned. 
Licences are required to obtain and use softwood, plywood and 
veneers (but not hardwood or hardboard). Authorizations are 
required to obtain and use steel. Certificates are needed to obtain

New Applicants for Licences 


Licences or authorizations for the scarce materials listed above (soft. 
wood, plywood, veneers, steel, leathercloth, Utility wool coverin 
materials and hessian) cannot at present be issued to new applicants fa 
either Utility or non-Utility furniture, except where they are people 
not already getting allocations who can show that they were establishe 
as furniture manufacturers in 1939. Manufacturers who can show 
that they were so established will be considered for a share of thes 
scarce materials if there is currently enough to go round. 

Licences to apply the Utility mark are not automatically connected 
with licences or authorizations for materials. _A licence to apply the 
mark (but not any kind of material allocation) will be issued to any 
manufacturer who can make furniture without requiring any scare 
materials (e.g. out of hardwood, hardboard, aluminium, non-Utility 
covering materials, etc.) if the Department is satisfied that his furniture 
can be made according to the general specification for Utility furniture 
and sold within the scheduled maximum prices. (Note.—“ Utility 
Furniture ”’ is a range of domestic furniture and does not include any 
articles whose primary use is outside the home, e.g. stacking chairs, 
or any articles which are essentially of a luxury character, e.g. cocktail 
cabinets.) 


Specification 

The general specification for Utility furniture lays down minimum 
standards for the dimensions of and types of material used in Utility 
furniture together with some rules of construction. Firms able to 
make satisfactory articles by means of their own special techniques or 
out of unconventional materials can have their Utility mark licences 
amended so as to allow these techniques (if approved) in place of the 
appropriate provisions of the general specification. 


Current Position of Utility Furniture Allocations—Period ll 


Hardwood—may be bought freely except for a few restricted types. 
A further announcement about home-grown ash and Canadian and 
American birch for furniture will be made shortly. 

Softwood—as before : a slight increase in total available for alloca- 
tion. 

Plywood and veneers—issued in proportion to the stated requite- 
ments of manufacturers. The same percentage of requirements is 
allocated to all firms but without making a cut from the previous 
allocation, if this percentage comes out at a lower figure than on the 
old basis. In the case of plywood some * in. American hardwood 
plywood has to be taken by all manufacturers to make up the full figue 
of their allocations. Blockboard is no longer counted against ply: 
wood allocations, but is an extra allocation and it has been possible 
meet manufacturers’ requirements almost in full. 

Upholstery covering materials and hessian—firms getting an allocation 
of Utility wool covering materials, leathercloth and hessian will be 
asked shortly to make a return of their requirements and it is hopedit 
will be possible to base future allocations on these returns.

Questions in Parliament

in Parliament. 


THURSDAY APRIL 7 


Staff and Clothes Rationing 

The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, stated 
that the staff employed on clothes rationing had been reduced to 
about 1,000 by the date of its abolition. Of these 180 had been or 
would be absorbed in the Board of Trade to fill current or accrued 
vacancies. 

He was unable te state how many would be absorbed by other 
Departments. 

Increase in Newsprint 

As from April 24, newspapers would be allowed to make a further 
nerease in their sizes which would bring the present 5-page penny 
national daily up to 6 pages with appropriate increases in other cases, 
the President said. 

He hoped that as from the beginning of July next, it would be 
possible to make an increase of about 50 per cent. in the permitted 
paper consumption of old-established periodicals and also to allow 
any newspapers or periodicals which were at present restricted to 
§ewt. of paper in four months to double this quantity. 


Collection of Waste Paper 

No request had been made to Local Authorities to slow down the 
collection of waste paper. In one area, certain Local Authorities had 
been meeting with difficulty in disposing of the whole of their collec- 
tions, but this difficulty was regarded as only temporary. ‘The President 
hoped Local Authorities would maintain the excellent collections of 
recent months. 
Bankruptcy Figures in Meat Trade 

In 1938, out of a total of 3,105 bankruptcies, 78 butchers and 
meat salesmen were adjudged bankrupt, it was stated. For that year 
separate figures for retailers could not be given. In 1948, out of 1,133 
bankruptices, four retail butchers and one meat salesman were 
adjudged bankrupt. 


March Steel and Pig Iron 
Production 


GTEEL output again showed a rise to a new record level in March 

with an annual rate of 16,269,000 tons. In issuing details of this 
output the British Iron and Steel Federation state that it follows record 
production in February and establishes an annual rate of 15,850,000 
tons for the first quarter of the year, by far the highest quarterly figure 
ever recorded. Allowance must be made for a fall in output due to 
holidays later in the year, but even so, the rate of production achieved 
so far this year is well up to the target level, indicated in the Economic 
Survey, of 15} to 15} million tons for the full year.

THE Minister of Food announces that under the terms of the Gold 
Loan agreement between the Union of South Africa and the United 
Kingdom, provision has been made for the importation into the 
United Kingdom during 1949 of wines, spirits and liqueurs to the 
total sterling value of £1,460,000 f.o.b. (excluding high strength 
spirit). Shipments arriving up to March 31, 1950, will be accepted 
under this programme. 

The programme includes : 

Beverage wines. 
Fortified wines. 
Sparkling wines. Grape Syrup. 
Vermouth. Sacrament wines. 

Supplies will not be subject to any form of price control, nor will 
distribution be controlled except in the case of brandy which will 
continue to be apportioned on an arranged basis as in the past. 
Licensing will be dealt with on the same lines as in previous con- 
cessions. 

The licensing of additional imports to replace losses in transit will 
not be considered. Shipments intended for re-export, ships’ stores, 
sacramental wines, base wines for further processing and supplies 
to the Channel Islands must be counted against allocations. No 
additional import licences will be issued for such shipments. 

All supplies under this programme must comply with the provisions 
of the Labelling of Food Order 1946 (S.R. & O. 1946 2169).

Natural Durability of Timber 


ALTHOUGH timber has been used for centuries for all kinds 
of structural work there is very little reliable information available 
on its durability. 

For this reason it was decided in 1932 to carry out field service 
tests to determine the natural durability of a comprehensive range 
of home grown and imported timbers, “‘ Forest Products Research 


Records, No. 30, The Natural Durability of Timber,’’ published 
for the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research by H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 6d. (20 cents, United States), by post 7d., 
gives an account of the work carried out so far. 


Reduction in Price of Lead Sheet and Pipe 


FOLLOWING a decrease in the cost of lead, the Minister of Works 
has confirmed a reduction of £18 Os.

Industrial Gas Turbine Development Committee 


THE Minister of Supply, anxious that all possible steps are taken to 
ensure that this country exploits to the full the industrial applications 
of the gas turbine, has set up a committee to keep this matter under 
continuous review and to make recommendations to him as to any 
further research or development work which the Committee thinks 
should be put in hand. 

Sir William Stanier has accepted the Minister’s invitation to act as 
Chairman of the Committee, which will also include in addition to 
experts from interested Government Departments a number of 
independent members well known in combustion engineering circles. 

The first meeting of the Committee was held on Tuesday, April 5. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 


Bound Account and Manuscript Books 


Many users have special needs in regard to bound account books and 
manuscript books and it is recognized that special books may have to 
be provided in such cases. There are, however, a large number of 
users who require books of stock size and this standard will enable 
them to specify the type of books they require in unambiguous terms. 
Some of the recommendations of the standard are not in common 
practice throughout the industry but their adoption will be in the 
interests of manufacturers and users alike. 

A special feature of this standard (B.S. No. 1544:1949) bound account 
and manuscript books (other than scholastic books), is the recom- 
mendation in respect of ‘‘ indexing through.’’ A carefuly study was 
made of directories and classifications of surnames and the recom- 
mendations result from this study. They are not in accordance with 
any known current practice but it is suggested that their adoption 
would be a logical improvement on the present system of indexing. 

Technical terms defined in this standard will be of benefit to manu- 
facturers and to users, and also to teachers and students in technical 
institutions. Price 2s. 6d. post free. 


Commercial Envelopes (Terms and Sizes) 


War-time experience with the British Standard for envelopes has 
made it necessary for the list of envelope sizes to be modified. 

The standard, which was originally published in 1940 at the request 
of the Stationers’ Association of Great Britain and Ireland and the 
British Federation of Master Printers, has therefore been revised and, 
while it still allows for wide variation to suit personal requirements, 
the manufacturers hope that an increasing volume of trade will be 
concentrated within a range included in the new edition of B.S.917, 
‘© Commercial envelopes (terms and sizes).”’

Characteristics of Post-war Trade in the Lebanese Republic

control their national economies the present freedom from import 

and currency restrictions in the Lebanon is well-nigh unique. It 
is from this freedom that much of its prosperity derives and it enables 
this small republic to maintain its position as an important entrepot 
and transit centre between East and West. 

Although its commerce is long established and highly developed, 
the Lebanese Republic became politically independent only in 
November 1943, having previously been under French mandate 
since the end of the first world war. It comprises an area of 10,170 
sq. kms. (about the size of Wales) and a population of about 1} millions, 
of which Moslems and Christians form roughly equal proportions. 
Beirut, the capital and the main port, has a population of just under 
300,000 and is the chief commercial centre. 

The Lebanon has close natural bonds with its neighbour Syria and 
it was therefore found convenient for the two countries to maintain 
the customs union and free trade arrangement instituted under the 
Mandate, together with a common currency backed in francs by the 
French ‘Treasury. 

In February 1948 the Lebanese Government concluded a monetary 
agreement with France under which the currency backing is main- 
tained and guaranteed against future fluctuations in the value of the 
franc. Asa result of the link with the franc, the Lebanon is regarded, 
for exchange control purposes, as a part of the French franc area. 

The Bank of England ceased to quote Lebanese currency on 
January 5, 1949. ‘The official rate for sterling quoted by the Lebanese 
authorities is 883/889 piastres to the £ sterling, but on the free market 
in Beirut, which was legalized by Decree No. 12522 of November 5, 
1948, the rate for sterling shows a premium of 210 piastres or more 
to the £ sterling over the official rate. Under the arrangements 
instituted last November, 10 per cent. of foreign currency remittances 
to the Lebanon must be sold to the Lebanese Control at the official 
tate, but the balance may be sold on the free market.

Balance of Foreign Trade 


On account of the customs union no separate trade statistics are 
kept for each of the two countries, and the figures quoted below apply 
to Syria and Lebanon together : customs receipts are divided on 
the basis of 45 per cent. to Lebanon and 55 per cent. to Syria, but this 
gives only a rough indication of the destination of goods imported. 
It is estimated that Syria provides approximately five-sixths of the 
small quantity of exports. Figures of trade over the past two years 
are as follows :—

The Lebanese Government possesses very limited hard currency 
resources, sufficient at the moment only for the government’s overseas 
expenditure and for the import of the most vital commodities such 
as wheat and oil. As a result of this shortage of foreign exchange, 
a system is in operation whereby an import licence may be granted to 
any importer who can find the necessary currency on the free market. 
This procedure operates in the majority of cases and enables the 
Government to issue exchange at the official rate for a limited number 
of essential imports. In general, therefore, imports are paid for out 
of the substantial sums held abroad in private hands and which are 
not liable to be declared to the Government. These funds are from 
time to time supplemented by invisible earnings, the result of transit 
trade and dealings in gold and foreign exchange. 


In 1946 and 1947 the principal imports were in the following order 
of value : textiles, gold and precious stones, vegetable products 
(including grain and sugar), iron and steel and manufactures thereof, 
machinery, including electrical machinery and appliances, motor 
cars and trucks, chemicals and pharmaceuticals and manufactured 
food products. 

In the years before the war, France, Great Britain and Japan in 
that order were the principal suppliers of the Lebanese and Syrian 
markets, followed by the United States, but in the period from the 
beginning of 1946 to date the rapid conversion of United States 
industry from war-time to peace-time production enabled her to 
outstrip her competitors and she held first place in 1946 and 1947, 
followed by Great Britain and France. 

United States exports to this market, which were valued at approxi- 
mately £25 million in 1947 on the basis of the free market dollar 
rate, have consisted chiefly of automobiles, cotton goods, machinery, 
clothing and gold, but latterly the increasing premium on the free 
market dollar (now 80 per cent. over the official rate) has tended to 
price certain American goods out of the market. 

The premium on free market sterling is about 25 per cent. over the 
official rate and this fact, together with the increasing availability 
of British goods and the good reputation enjoyed by British manu- 
facturers, have lately narrowed the gap between British and United 
States supplies to the market. In the second quarter of 1948 Great 
Britain supplied 17-44 per cent. by value of the goods imported, 
compared with United States (20-07 per cent.), and France (9-95 per 
cent.). British exports in the first half of 1948 were valued at 
£4,500,000, compared with £7,440,000 for the whole of 1947.

In addition to the goods mentioned above, Lebanon can offer 
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citrus fruits, bananas, grapes, lentils and chick peas, although prices 
are high at present on account of the high cost of local production. 


Chief Requirements of Lebanese Market 


It should be remembered that many of the leading Beirut merchant 
houses have extensive connections in the interior with Syria, Trans- 
jordan, Iraq and, until recently, Palestine, and that the average Leban- 
ese importer does not rely solely on the local market. A widely 
diverse range of articles may be handled by any single firm, demand 
usually being for any type of goods which can be readily sold at a 
substantial margin of profit. There is also a local preference on the 
part of importers to seek manufacturers’ agencies direct and not to 
deal with intermediary exporting houses. 

Articles and raw materials which may be said to meet some of the 
country’s essential requirements include the following :—Agricultural 
tractors of 30 h.p. and over, electric motors, diesel engines, pumps 
for agriculture and irrigation, Arabic typewriters, tin plate, iron and 
steel pipes and tubes, mild steel bars, fertilizers, caustic soda, cement. 

There is also a steady demand, which is likely to be maintained for 
building materials, sanitary ware, bicycles, chemicals, pharmaceuticals, 
surgical instruments, soap, paints, paper and board, foodstuffs in 
general and Scotch whisky. 

At present the market is fairly well stocked with textiles (due to 
hoarding at a time when these were in short supply), but there is a 
steady demand for worsteds, woollen underwear, poplin and sheetings. 

Though traffic congestion is a grave problem confronting the author- 
ities, a steady demand is maintained for motor cars and goods vehicles. 
The prices for United Kingdom products do not compare favourably 
with those of American models however, and the prevailing local taste, 
due partly to the nature of the terrain is rather for large, high-powered 
cars. New British post-war models may be expected to make some 
headway, and they will be helped by the scarcity of dollars and re- 
stricted petrol supplies which give preference to cars of moderate 
fuel consumption. 


Prospects for the Future 


It is difficult to predict whether the Lebanon can continue in- 
definitely its uncontrolled overspending and whether the policy of 
complete freedom of import with free market exchange may not 
eventually have to be restricted. Negotiations are at present in 
progress between the Lebanese and Syrian Governments with a view 
to deciding the future of the customs union and the economic relation- 

_ Ship of the two countries. 

It is a fundamental demand of the Syrian negotiators that a re- 
stricted import programme should be instituted, but this is vigorously 
opposed by the Lebanese commercial community, and no agreement 
has yet been reached. A compromise seems eventually possible 
whereby the import of luxury consumer goods might be prohibited. 
Also affecting the economic future of the countries are the policies 
of the chief Anglo-American oil companies. 

Pipeline terminals are being sought on the Eastern Mediterranean 
coast and the establishment of a major oil refinery in the Lebanon 
(as has been proposed by the Trans-Arabian Pipeline Company) 
would do much to help the economy of the country and would give 
the local government valuable foreign exchange resources not at 
present obtainable from exports. If the government acquires such 
funds there is little doubt that much could be done to develop the 
country’s hydro-electric and other natural resources which would 
create a great demand for new categories of goods such as domestic 
electrical appliances for heating and cooking, the use of which is 
limited at the moment by the inadequacy of the electricity supplies.

Import Licensing in British Colonies 


HE following amendments should be made to the particulars which 
Shape been given in previous issues of the Board of Trade Journal 
about the treatment accorded to goods of United Kingdom origin 
in certain British Colonies :— 


JaMaIca. 

The Open General Licence for goods of United Kingdom origin 
imported direct from the United Kingdom which expired on March 4 
(see Board of Trade Journal of October 16, 1948, page 765) has been 
superseded by another which will remain in force until further notice. 
The list of goods which still require to be imported under a specific 
licence is as follows :— é 

Cereals, including rice—(a) wheat and wheat flour; (b) rice, 
whole and broken, and all edible rice products, including rice, starch 
and flour; cocoa beans; nitrogenous fertilizers ; fats and oils 
—all oil-bearing materials, vegetable, animal and marine fats and oils 
(edible and inedible) including manufactured products of which the 
principal component is fat (such as margarine, vegetable ghee, 
shortening and soap) excluding butter and animal ghee, flax seed and 
linseed oil, tung nuts and oil, castor beans and oil, oiticica oil and 
perilla seed and oil, fish liver oils, sperm oil, other waxes and 
glycerine ; manufactured foodstuffs—cereal products (cereal filler, 
oat products, macaroni, semolina), dairy products (butter, cheese, 
evaporated dried whole milk, sweetened condensed milk, skimmed 
milk powder), dried fruit, glucose, milk-based infant foods, dried 
lentils, sugar (as sugar), salt, potatoes, black pepper ; manufactured 
tobacco ; cigarettes ; iron and steel (unmanufactured) ; tinplate ; 
glass, plate and sheets ; lead semi-manufactured ; gold ; knitted 
woollen garments made of cashmere, mohair, camel hair, llama and 
vicuna ; poplins and linings ; wool stockings. 

For the purpose of determining whether or not an article is of 
United Kingdom origin for entry into Jamaica under the Open 
General Licence, the same rules will be effective as those applying 
to the determination of eligibility for entry under the British 
Preferential Tariff.

“Patent fuel’’ should be added to the list of goods for which 
individual import licences are still required. (Board of Trade Journal 
of October 2, 1948.) 


Honc Kone 

_ Sulphate of ammonia of United Kingdom origin may now be 
imported into Hong Kong under an Open General Licence, individual 
import licences no longer being required. 


Costa Rica 
Import and Exchange Control Regulations 


HIS MAJESTY’S MINISTER at San José has forwarded transla- 
tion of Decree No. 416 published in Official Gazette of February 26 
which amends Decree No. 216 and other regulations concerning 
import of goods into Costa Rica (reported in the Board of Trade 
Journal, November 20, 1948, page 1006). The Minister of Economy 
and Finance is permitted in exceptional cases to grant exception from 
the duties and surcharges imposed under the decrees, when it is 
proved that the goods have been imported under agreements concluded 
before promulgation of the decrees.

Burma 


Import Licences 


THE Counsellor (Commercial), British Embassy, Rangoon reported 
on April 4 an annoucement by the Burmese Ministry of Commerce 
and Supply that import licences will be issued freely to applicants 
wishing to import any kind of goods into Burma without foreign ex- 
change remittance. Licences on these terms are being endorsed “ ‘This 
permit is valid for the purpose of customs clearance and does not 
entitle the holder to make any remittance involving foreign exchange.” 

Exporters are therefore advised to ascertain, before accepting orders 
from Burma, whether their customers hold licences with or without 
entitlement to foreign exchange.

United States of America 


Invoices for Toys 


A UNITED STATES Treasury Decision (T.D. 49859) which was 
published in the Board of Trade Fournal of June 15, 1939 (page 889) 
notified that the following additional information, when relevant, 
must be included in invoices covering toys imported into the United 
States :— 

1. The net weight of all figures or images of animate objects 
wholly or in chief value of metal and the value per pound of 
such figures or images. 

2. Whether any of the figures or images of animate objects wholly 
or in chief value of metal has any movable member or part, and, 
if so, whether such figure or image has a spring mechanism. 

A recent U.S. Treasury Decision (T.D. 52160) published on 
March 3, 1949, announces that this information may, when justified 
by the facts, be furnished in the form of a certificate attached to, or 
endorsed upon, each invoice in lieu of the statement already required. 
When so used, the certificate must contain either or both of the fol- 
lowing statements, as the case may be :— 

The figures and images of animate objects in this shipment 
which are in chief values of metal and which have no movable 
member or part are all valued at 21 cents or more per pound. 

2. The figures and images of animate objects in this shipment 
which are in chief value of metal and which have movable mem- 
bers or parts but do not have any spring mechanism are all 
valued at 30 cents or more per pound. 


Tariff Classification 


A UNITED STATES Treasury Decision (T.D. 52162) published on 
March 3, 1949, notifies that :— 

Wheel chocks of wood, shaped to fit under wheels to hold trucks, 
cars, and farm equipment stationary on railroad cars or on trailers 
whilst in transit, are classifiable as manufactures of wood, not specially 
provided for, at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 
412 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as modified. This ruling will result in 
the assessment of duty at a higher rate than has heretofore been 
applicable under an established and uniform practice. 


Marking of Imports from Japan 


A UNITED STATES Treasury Decision, No. T.D. 52162, published 
on March 3, 1949, announces that ‘“‘ Made in Occupied Japan, 

“‘ Made in Japan,” “ Japan,” or “‘ Occupied Japan,’’ are acceptable 
markings to indicate the country of origin of articles manufactured ot 
produced in Japan.

Regulations in Peru 
H's MAJESTY’S AMBASSADOR at Lima has forwarded trans- 


lation of a Decree issued by the Peruvian Government on 
March 10 which provides that the following list of basic foodstuffs 
and medicines may be imported into Peru with official exchange 
facilities. A previous notice on this subject was published in the 
Board of Trade Journal, January 22 (page 162). The figures in 
parentheses after the foodstuffs items are the Peruvian Customs 
Tariff classification numbers. 


Foodstuffs : Livestock for immediate slaughter, beef with or 
without bones (14) ; mutton with or without bones (15) ; whole 
evaporated milk containing not less than 7-8 per cent. butter fat (46) ; 
whole condensed milk containing not less than 8 per cent. butter 
fat (47) ; whole condensed powder milk in air-tight tins con- 
taining not less than 24 per cent. butter fat for the feeding of 
infants (48) ; powdered milk partially de-creamed containing not 

‘less than 12 per cent. butter fat in air-tight tins for the feeding of 
infants (49) ; wheat (93) ; wheat flour (101). 


Medicines: Antibiotics, sulfamides, antimalarials, antileutics, 
anti-dysenterics, vaccines and serums, leofilized plasma (dried 
plasma), co-agulents and anti-coagulents, insulin and protamine 
zinc insulin, drugs for the treatment of leprosy, anti-helmitics, 
dietetic products, cardio-vascular medicines, nikitamide, pituitary 
preparations, amino-acids, narcotics in all forms except cocaine 
and heroin, ergot preparations and neo-ginergene and similar 
preparations, cod-liver oil in bulk, opotherapics, acetyl-salicylic 
acid in salt form, gauze for surgical use, adhesive tape, hypo- 
dermic syringes and needles for injections, hydrogen peroxide 
100 volumes. 





A Supreme Decree issued on February 23 provides that pro- 
hibited goods which have arrived in Peru or shipped from abroad 
before that date may be cleared from the customs if so authorized by 
the Ministry of Finance. Such goods will be subject to a surcharge 
of 10 soles for every dollar’s worth of merchandise. Prohibited goods 
irrespective of their value shipped from abroad after February 23 will 
be confiscated on arrival at the port of entry and the offender will be 
subject to prosecution. 

By virtue of a Supreme Resolution dated February 10 and published 
the day thereafter, a register will be maintained by the Department of 
Foreign Trade of the Ministry of Finance for the registration of 
authorizations for the sale of foreign currency at the official rate of 
exchange which were valid during 1948 but not utilized and granted 
by the Board for Foreign Trade in respect of certain specified pay- 
ments. ‘These include certain remittances of student fees, raw mater- 
ials imported under specified conditions and listed services payable 
in foreign currency.

Changes in Greek Import Regulations 


A PROMULGATION of Decision No. 54084 of the Greek Ministry 
of National Economy dated March 30, 1949, is announced which 
provides that the period of validity of import licences is fixed at six 
months from the date of issue. 

The new regulation applies to all import licences already carried, 
provided that they were issued not more than six months ago, unless 
the period of validity is fixed at a greater period than six months by 
special mention in the licence.

Revalidation of Import Licences 


into Finland 


H.M. FIRST SECRETARY (Commercial) at Helsinki has forwarded 
to the Board of Trade the following translation of the text of a pres 
communique issued jointly by the State Licensing Board and the 
Bank of Finland regarding the revalidation of import licences :— 


“The State Licensing Board and Finland’s Bank advise importers 
who hold valid licences for sterling or dollars, issued before October], 
1948, to present the licences in question to Finland’s Bank, Depatt 
ment 15, before May 1. A written statement from the shippers” 
question as to the period of delivery of the goods should accompaty 
the import licence.

The price limits set for rayon fabrics under import control apply to 
cloths of single width not to exceed 40 inches. The price limits for 
cloths with widths over 40 inches are twice those of single width. 


Quotas 


Quotas to old importers may be based on either their total imports 
during the base period, i.e. the year ending June 30, 1948, or on two- 
thirds of their imports from July 1, 1947, to December 31, 1948. 


Articles for Use as Samples 


Articles under control taken into, or sent to importers or to in- 
dentors in the Philippines as samples will be allowed to enter without 
being charged to quotas subject to special clearing arrangements 
on entry. 

Articles for Personal Use 


Articles under control for personal use and not for re-sale, when 
the value does not exceed Pesos 200, will be allowed entry subject to 
certain clearing arrangements on entry, without previous application 
toimport. For orders above Pesos 200 an application to import must 
be filed with the Import Control Office so that the licence number 
can be sent with the order and placed on the Consular invoice as 
required by the Regulations. 

When the controlled articles for personal use are to be taken into 
the Philippines by a passenger the application to import must be filed 
with a Philippine Consulate abroad.

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Consular Invoice Regulations 


in Cuba 


THE Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Havana has 
forwarded a translation of Instruction No. 14J, issued by the Cuban 
Ministry of State on March 25, 1949, regarding the rules to be followed 
in making out Consular invoices for textiles imported into Cuba. The 
following articles will be of interest to United Kingdom exporters. 

1. As from March 28, 1949, all shipments of textiles to Cuba, 
irrespective of the means of transport employed, must be covered by 
the appropriate Consular Invoice in the official form approved by the 
Minister of State, which appears in Annex E, Form 1, of Instruction 14 
(3rd Edition). 

2. Any natural or juridical person who wishes to ship textile 
articles to Cuba in the categories included in items Nos. 112-150, both 
inclusive, of our current Customs Tariff, with the exception of those 
classified under the following items shall inscribe himself in the Special 
Register of Textile Exporters which shall be kept in the Offices of the 
Foreign Service of the Republic :— 


128B. _Cotton wicks for lamps, candles, tinder-boxes and similar 
articles. 

128C. ‘Twisted cotton cords of all kinds for wax matches, candles and 
other similar uses. 

129C. Spun jute exclusively for the manufacture of sugar bags. 

130A. Jute sacks for containers. 

130B. Jute cloth known by the name of sackcloth, weighing 20 kgs. or 
more per 100 square metres, not over 6 threads. 

142C. Reins, bridles, cinches and other braided manufactures and 
cords of hemp, jute, flax, ramie or other vegetable fibre. 

142D. Soles for “ alpargatas ’’ (twine-soled sandals) of materials as 
in 142C. 

143A. Bristles, hair and horsehair, raw, in thread or yarn, washed or 
dyed, and waste or cuttings for the manufacture of ‘‘ brochas.”’ 

143B. In manufactured articles, including brooms and brushes, but 
excluding tooth-brushes, paint brushes and artists’ brushes. 

143C. ‘'Tooth-brushes, paint brushes (brochas) and artists’ brushes. 

143D. Insulating materials for construction purposes, composed 
principally of mineral or rock wool, or hair felt, including 
those used for heat, cold or sound insulation. 

143F. 'Tooth-brushes. 

149D. Shoestrings and ornaments of all kinds for footwear and for 


men’s and women’s hats. 

3. In order that they may be inscribed in the Special Register 
mentioned in the preceding rule, the interested exporters must present, 
in the appropriate Consular Office, a letter in triplicate asking for 
inscription and giving, on oath, the following particulars :— 

(a) The full name and the address of the person or entity acting as 
exporter. 

(b) The character in which it is exporting textiles to Cuba, that is to 
say, whether it is a manufacturer, a re-seller or independent exporter, 
or whether it is acting as export agent or subsidiary enterprise of one 
or more manufacturers or merchants, or as a purchasing agent for 
Cuban importers. In these latter cases they must also give the name 
and address of the person or principal entity for whose account they 
are acting. 

(c) A list of the textiles which they habitually ship to Cuba. 

6. As from April 15, 1949, in order that the consular invoices 
covering shipments of any textile in the categories mentioned in Rule 2 
of this Instruction may be certified in the Offices of the Foreign Service 
of the Republic, it will be indispensable not only that existing regula- 
tions be observed, but also that the following requirements be 
fulfilled :— 

(a) That the shipper be inscribed in the Special Register of Textile 
Exporters in the Consular Office where the consular invoice is to be 
certified. 

(b) That the consular invoice be accompanied by a sworn declara- 
tion in triplicate, made before a Notary by the shipper, which must 
contain all the data specified in Rule 7, and to which must be attached 
one sample of each of the products which it covers, not only in respect 
of the original, but also in respect of each of the two copies, in the form 
laid down in Rule 8 of this Instruction. 

The signature of the Notary which appears in this declaration shall 
be legalized by the competent Consular Officer, who shall also write 
on the declaration that it was presented in the Consular Office as a 
supplement to the consular invoice of the corresponding number and 
date. 

(c) That the corresponding consular invoice contains all the data 
required by existing regulations for this class of merchandise, it not 
being permitted to enter in the column headed ‘‘ References ’’ the 
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generic declaration ‘‘ Commercial Secret.’’ 

(d) That an extra copy of the consular invoice be supplied. ; 
addition to the six copies which comprise the set of invoices, and ¢ * 
the extra copy shall be in the official form for additional sheets f 
consular invoices. “ 

7. The sworn declaration, in triplicate, made before a Notary 
the shipper, to which reference is made in section (b) of the receding 
Rule, shall contain :— 

(a) The name and address of the exporter. 

(b) The number of his inscription in the Special Register of Textile 
Exporters. 

(c) The current sale price of the textile product in the factory, per 
unit, for the domestic market. When it is a question of fibres or 
threads, the declaration shall include not only the current factory 
price, but also the increase that results from the processes of spinning 
sizing, oiling or other similar operations. d 

(d) The class of fibres and mixtures of which the textile product js 
made, specifying, in addition :— 

When it is a question of fabrics, whether they are smooth, twilled 
unbleached, bleached, semi-bleached, dyed or printed ; their width 
in inches ; the number of threads in the warp and the weft per Squate 
inch ; the specific name by which it is known in the textile market: 
and its quality, stating, when it is not first quality, the reason for is 
depreciation. 

When it is a question of textile fibres or yarns, whether they are 
vegetable, animal or synthetic, and whether they are unbleached 
bleached, semi-bleached or dyed, together with their number and 
diameter. 

(e) The origin of the textile product, pointing out, when it is 
question of fabrics, whether they have been manufactured in the 
country from which it is proposed to export them, from yarn produced 
by the industry of the country, or whether, on the contrary, they have 
been woven in the country from imported yarns, declaring, in thjs 
latter case, the country of origin. When it is a question of exports of 
yarns or textile fibres, whether they have been produced totally in the 
country from which it is proposed to export them, or whether, on the 
contrary, they were imported, declaring, in the latter event, the 
country of origin. 

(f) That the sample or samples attached to the declaration corres. 
pond exactly with the product which is to be exported to Cuba. 

(g) That the prices and other particulars which are declared in the 
consular invoice are absolutely correct and that these prices are not 
lower than the current price in the local market. 

The data mentioned in sections (c), (d) and (e) shall be repeated in 
the sworn declaration as often as varieties of textiles covered by the 
present Instruction appear in the Consular Invoice. 

8. The samples referred to in Section (b) of Rule 6 of this Instruc- 
tion shall be stapled to each of the copies of the sworn declaration, and 
the exporter shall impress the seal which he uses in his industry or 
commerce in such a way that it prints part of the bottom of the sample, 
the remaining part of the seal making an impress on the declaration. 
The same procedure shall be followed in the Consular Office with 
regard to the top of the sample, using the seal of the Consulate. 

The samples shall comply with the following specifications :—When 
it is a question of fabrics, they shall be ten centimetres square ; in the 
case of threads or yarns, ten centimetres long ; and when it isa 
question of unspun fibres, the samples must weigh two ounces.

~ Flexible Packaging Materials 
Exhibition 


PURSUING its policy of introducing new materials and processes 
to designers, production engineers and sales executives, the 
Council of Industrial Design will hold, from May 3 to 31, an 
exhibition of flexible commercial packs and packaging materials in 
its exhibition hall, Murray House, Petty France, London, S.W.1. 

The exhibition has been organized jointly by the Council, the 
Institute of Packaging and the Printing, Packaging and Allied Trades 
Research Association. Exhibits from over 60 firms will demonstrate 
some of the more interesting packaging in current use as well as 
many recent developments. 

Three new processes will be shown publicly for the first time in 
this country. One overcomes the difficulty of fixing durable designs 
and lettering upon PVC film. Another prevents any form of metallic 
corrosion inside a sealed pack. The third effects a revolution in the 
manufacture of jute sacks by means of a circular loom. 

Other exhibits range from pleated collapsible tubes and plastic 
bottles which can be squeezed by hand, to “‘ wet strength’ papers 
and PVC heat-sealed bags for oils and other liquids. 

The exhibition is selective ; it is not open to the public and there 
is no charge for stand space. Business may not be transacted at the 
exhibition but sales literature and technical data will be made available 
for reference.
